A _MBRRY FAIR 


I hope you noted in the last issue that the annual fun fair visits 
Deddington on November 11th-13th. This is Deddington's 'Pudding- 
Pie' fair. Why 'Pudding-Pie', and why November 11th? Colvin's 
‘History of Deddington' and the personal reminiscences of Mr. 
Lewis provide the answers. 


In medieval times weekly markets and two annual fairs were a feature 
of Deddington life. Eventually the fairs were Ciscontinued but 
were revived. tater. from 1591 one fair was held on 10th August 

(St. Laurence's: day) and the second on 11th November (the feast 

of St. Martin). The Martinmas Fair was the most important, 
although.the; date was subsequently changed to 22nd November. That 
was the date of the fair when Mr. Lewis was a boy. Can anyone 
remember when it reverted to the original date of the 11th November? 


On the day of the fair an old man carrying a lantern led a band 
round the village waking up the inhabitants at four in the morning 
wishing them "a merry fair". At this time winter clothes were sold, 
but in the 19th century it was mainly a livestock fair. Sheep 

were brought from Wales and ponies and horses were sent from 
Ireland to be sold alongside the local livestock. As late as the 
1880s the fair was enlivened by “the sweet music of the Kerry 

boys" and the "expletives of the Welsh drovers". The animals were 
kept in different Sete of the town. The pigs occupied the Market 
Place, the sheep were kept in the Bull Ring and the horses were 
tethered along the roa ad from the King's Arms (Horsefair) across 

the main road to some distance up the Hempton Road. Mr. Lewis 
remembers livestock fairs still being held around 1900, but since 
then their function and significance have declined. 


From its early days the Martinmas Fair was known as the Pudding- 
Pie Fair because of the pies made specially for the occasion. Mr. 
Lewis bought these pies in the early 1900s. They were about the 
size of a small pork pie, consisting of plum pudding surrounded 

by pastry. The pastry was made with tmutton fat and formed an 
extremely hard crust "like thick parchment" according to Mr. Lewis, 
who doesn't remember them as being outstandingly palatable! He 
thinks they were sold for 2d and 4d each depending on size. 


Just after 1900 the only bakers in the village to make these pies 
annually were Thomas and Ruth Fowler. The family had their bakery 
originally on the premises of Mr. Lewis! shop, then in the Old 
Bakery, New Street, finally moving to Mr. and Mrs. Beardsley's 
house next to the: Grown and Tuns in New Street.” Mrs. Beardsley 
“recalls this legend concerning the pudding pie. When Charles I (2) 
was travelling in this‘area, in Banbury he was given Banbury cakes, 
in Woodstock he was *iven leather gloves and in Deddington he was

Veanesday 27 October 
hs The PC has received a letter from Cherwell District Council 
concerning temporary building which will be "surplus to. require- 
ments" once the Banbury Castle Centre Development is complete in 
1977. If any organisation is interested in acquiring this building, 
subject to transportation costs, please contact Mr. Garrett. 


ae Mr. Fuller would like to step down as the PC representative 
on the Primary School Management Committee. It was agreed that 
Wr. Garrett will take his place in September 1977. 


3. ° A report has been made by Wicksteeds on the condition of 

the playground equipment in the Castle Grounds. (Wicksteeds 

make most of the playground equipment in this country). They 
have recommended that the Slide, Ocean Wave and Flat Seat Swing 
are beyond economic repair due to age and corrusion, and have 
qucted approximately £1000 for their replacement. Mr. Ward said 
that he and Mr. O'Neill had inspected the equipment following a 
similar report last year and had found some superficial corrosion, 
but thought that the structures in question were basically sound. 
They had recommended that the base of each supporting post be 

set in concrete.. This had not yet been done. and Mr. Ward 
recomended it be carried out without further delay. It was 
agreed to write back to Wicksteeds asking for their engineer 

to meet PC members on site in the near future to inspect and 
clarify the equipment faults in detail, particularly any 
mechanical faults which were not immediately apparent. 


4. Mr. Billington and Mr. Welford are to write to the Department 
of the Environment on behalf of the PC stating their wish to
